HH ACOLIMATISATION SOCIETY OF GREAT 
BRITAIN? 


We think that the membors of this rapidly-advancing society will 
hive every reason to be satisfied with the fourth annual report of the 
ouncil, which was read at the meoting on Wednesday last, and which 
ewill be placed in their hands in printed form as soon as the special 
committee appointed to revise the laws, so as to meet the enlarged state 
of the society, have concluded their labours. As a record of work done, 
it manifest# very considerable progress ; and if there be some failures 
ecorded, even they do not afford matter for dissatisfaction. Such of 
our readers as are acquainted with the course which we have consis- 
tently followed in advocating and explaining the objects which this 
society has in view, will bear in mind that we have always pointed out 
that, throughout its career, success will be small in proportion to failure. 
This is obviously a necessary condition in the case of this society. If 
the objects were confined to getting together a menagerie, or construct- 
ing handsome gardens like those of the Horticultural Society, all that 
it, would be necessary to do, would be to arrest the public attention by 
advertisements, pageants, and shows, get a large number of influential 
names to put forward as patrons, fellows, and members, and the thing 
would be done. The task, however, with the Acclimatisation Societ 
has proposed to itself is of a less prilliant and infinitely more difficult 
character. It aims at the introduction of novelties, of such 
inammals, birds, fishes, insects, and vegetables, as are likely 
to be of use or ornament, and which have _ ever before 
been cultivated successfully. in this country. This. is, indeed, 
w very daring and ambitious pet When we consider that, for 
many centuries, ingenious an thoughtful men have been carrying 
out independently the very operations which this society is now 
aitempting in an organised form, and have ransacked the world 
“from China to Peru,” in their search of animal or vegetable creatures 
desirable for acquisition in this country, it would seem that those must 
be cunning. gleaners who can hope to gather in a 
good harvest after such a host of reapers, That 
such a hope is eee however, we cannot 
doubt. When the late M. Geoffroy St. Hilaire first 
introduced this matter to the French nation, he 
pointed out that there were numerous animals and 
vegetables the acclimatisation and cultivation of 
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this sheep was bred in the gardens of the Zoological Society, where 
they were kept under cover, the complaint against them was that they 
bred too fast. ; 

The suggestion to have medals as rewards and as a stimulus to cap- 
tains of Vessels, persons abroad, and those who undertake the conduct 
of experiments, is, we conceive, an excellent one. On this point we 
cannot, we think, do better than quote the words of the report, and 
also the passage with which that document is concluded :— 

“The council wish to impress it upon the members that the main 
source of obstacle in the way of the operations and experiments of the 
society is the difficulty of enlisting the zeal of persons abroad who 
might render essential service to the society, and especially the officers 
of the vessels which bring over the objects for experiment, and they 
are of opinion that much of this might be cured if the council had it in 
their power to bestow rewards in the form of medals (gold, silver, or 
bronze) upon the persons who render aid to the society. | Before, how- 
ever, they can do this an appropriate die must be provided, designed 
and executed in a manner worthy of the society, and symbolical of the 
objects which it has in view. An important step has already been 
taken in this direction by Mr. Waterhouse Hawkins pt of the mem- 
bers of the council), who, in the ornamentation of the addresses to 
her Majesty and their Royal Highnesses the Prince and Princess of 
Wales, has furnished a very beautiful design, which might be adopted 
for the medal. 

“Tt appears, however, that to have adie properly executed would cost 
a larger sum than the council feel justified in expending out, of the 
funds of the society. They, therefore, take this opportunity of intro- 
ducing the subject to the members, with a view to ascertaining

whether, by subscription among such of the members as may be willing 
to aid in a matter so important to the prosperity of the society the sum 
necessary for providing the die can be raised. 


“The council further desires to point out that as soon as the die is 


which was unachieved, and which were highly 
desirable. Scarcely ten years have elapsed since he 
first mooted that question, and how much has 
been donesince! In France, thanks to the labours of 
the Société Imperiale d’ Acclimatation, the cultivation 
of the Ghinese yam and of the sorgho already render 
important crops, and the Ailanthus silkworm has 
become a substantial addition to the resources 
for producing the raw_ material of textile fabrics. 
hese are valuable achievements and they are 
now. placed beyond the possibility of question or 
cavil, and we have the satisfaction of knowing 
that, thanks to the little society of Great Britain, 
they.are all proceeding here. The French 
Society, too, have had other successes of which 
they have just reason to be proud, less perhaps 


in extent, but far from contemptible. They 
have bred and reared the ostrich in the gardens 
of the Bois de Boulogne, that bird, before the 
existence of the society, not having been reproduced 
at a more northern point than Algeria. They have 
bred and reared the curassow, and several new 
and valuable kinds of birds from Australia and 
the Cape. Many kinds of deer, the moufllon, and 
other animals have been added to the live stock of 
parks, Many vegetables and plants of high impor- | 
ance have also been acquired. In connection with 
the British Society similar successes have been 
obtained. Lord Powerscourt’s deer and moufilons, 
he cross-bred pheasants of Messrs. Maclean, Stone, 
Dering, and pifiers! Lady Dorothy Nevill’s Ailanthus 
silkworms; the bronzewing pigeon, hatched at Mr. 
Bush’s ; the Guernsey experiments with the Ailanthus 
worm and Chinese yam, and the rapidly-increasing 
cultivation of the Brazilian arrowroot. All these 
matters: sufficiently prove that the ground is b 
on means 66 closely gleaned but that the Acclimati- 
sition Society may go on hopefullly with its benc- 
ficent and humanising work, in the certainty of 
an abundant harvest... Three years ago, advocating 
the purposes of the then newly-born society, we 
doclared that ifafter ten years of existence, it suc- 
ceéded in ‘adding one animal and one vegetable to 
the stock of the country, it would be more than 
justified. It has exceeded that limit already. 


Our space will not allow us to do more than briefly 
enumerate some of the most satisfactory points on 
the report which was read on Wednesday. The 
number of members has increased in the year from 
185 to 865. The funds are in a satisfactory condi- 
tion; for, althongh the expenses of the society 
have necessarily increased very considerably, and 
a comparatively heavy outlay has been made in 
erecting and working the fish-hatching apparatus, 
the balance at the bankers has not diminished. The 
fish-hatching is indeed among the most satisfactory 
of the cperationa which haye been carried out 
during the past year, and this in spite of such’ an 
unfavourable season for piscicultural experiments 
as has probably not occurred for fifty years. All 
who are acquainted with such matters know very 
well that great and sudden changes in the tempera-~ 
ture, and especially accessions of heat, are cit to 

i 


the ova and fry. Now this year we have it@an 
record that, during several days in April, the ther- 
mometer ranged higher than it has done for many 
years past. This was precisely the period during 


“Tn addition to this, Mr. Francia states that

Whereas, according to the report of the Thames Angling Preservation 
Society; their larger ap yratus, after three years practice in the art, has 
only produced a total 40,000. a 
ecan only for the present touch incidentally upon a few of the 
Main points suggested by this report. Other 14 alge will doubt- 
Jess. occur for returning in detail to some of the more important 
topics, We hope that the apparent failure with the Chinese sheep 
will not be taken as conclusive evidence against that much-re- 
commended animal, That they are exceedingly prolific, is esta- 
tlished beyond a doubt, and it is clear also that the breed pre- 
werves its fecundity on being crossed with other kinds. The cause 
of failure in this cage appears to have been disease~—diarrhooa of a 
malignant character, evidently engendered by the inclemency of 
the winter and the exposure of the animals to its influence. T his 
exposure the Chinese sheep ought never to have been required to 
endure. Coming from a warm climate, they should have been care- 
ully housed, tended, and fed, for at least several generations, and s0 
gradually have become accustomed to the climatic rigours of this land 
of fogs, until they regained that hardy quality which, in their native 
country, seems to be considered one of their principal characteristics. 
The Chinese sheep may be small, but they are excellent eating when 
in good condition, and we see no reason whatever to rescind the opinion 
of them which we expressed “rom the beginining—that, as a cottager’s 
sheep, they are highly to be recommended. The failure of the society's 
firat experiment with these sheep should not deter its council from re- 
oeating it with better effect, and then, no: doubt, the lessons of expe- 
renee will not be thrown away. It should be remembered that when 
‘ 
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wovided, it will be in the power of individual members to found medals 
in connection with the society, to be offered as rewards for the success 
of experiments in which they take a personal interest. 

“In conclusion, the council, whilst congratulating the members upon 
the increasing prosperity of the society, desire still to impress upon 
them that much yet remains to be done before the society can occupy 
the position to which it aspires. Itis highly satisfactory to know that, 
within the short space of one year, the number of members has doubled 
yet, when the small amount of the subscription is considered, it’ is 
obvious that until the number of annual subscribers is greatly increased 
it is impossible for the society to carry on its experiments In an inde- 
pendent manner, and upon a proper seale. Unlike foreign societies of 
the same character, which haye the benefit of large pecuniary assistance 
from the Governments under which they exist, this society depends 
entirely upon the liberality of its members, and to its members, there- 
fore, the council appeals, confident in the ho 


ill t tad i pe that what has been done 
will be acceptedas the earnest of future and more ie nett achieve- 


ments, and that during the coming year zealous endeavours will be 
made so to increase the number of members as to place it within the 
power of thecouncil to have an experimental farm or garden wherein 
the operations of the society may be conducted.” 

Surely these views are neither too ambitious nor extravagant. At 
any rate, we hope that there is enough of zeal and public spirit among 


the well-wishers of this society to render it possible to carry 
them out.

To the Editor of ‘The Mlustrated. Sporting News.” 

Dear Sm,—In the News of Saturday I find a letter 
from “A Hard Working Man,” in reference to my humble 
advocacy of Mace’s claims to the belt, written. by him in 
such entire misconception or unintentional misrepresentation 
of what I have said on the matter, as to require a word or 
two from me.

THE COST OF HUNTERS. 

A TEN STONE master of hounds, with an eye for an horse, good judg- 
ment, and talent in bargaining, can, in the country, mount himself more 
than decently for fifty guineas, whereas in town the price would be 
doubled. With increase of weight the price runs up frightfully, and 
an 18-stone man would give five hundred guineas for an horse, and 
think himself lucky if the amount suited him in every respect. No 
amount of weight prevents a man from following, or even keeping 
hounds, if the passion be on him and he can afford a proper mount; 
there are masters of hounds of seven and a half stone weight, and 
there are one or two ranging between eighteen and twenty stone. To 
get themselves properly carried, men of the latter stamp must expend 
an enormous sum in horseflesh, requiring, as they do, the speed and 
hunting power of the hunter, combined with the solid strength of the 
dray-horse. The horses for the huntsman and the whips are often 
good screws, or perhaps horses which. unless in constant work, are 


: : and 
“rushers,” or “ pullers,” or “rusty.” 


When these animals are kept in 
perpetual motion, have a good deal of hard work, and can have any 
sudden freak of fancy taken out of them by a judiciously administered 
 bucketing,” they are generally useful mounts for servants. A horse 
with a bad mouth is often a good horse for a whip, or when an original 
delicate mouth is lost, for very few uneducated men have light hands. 
Horses a little worn are often bought for servants, or very young horses, 
if the men are good workmen, are bought and handed over to the ser- 
vants to be made. Forty pounds may be taken as an average price for 
whips’ horses, sixty pounds for huntsmen’s mounts, but there isa 
master in England who pays a couple of hundred guineas for his 
huntman’s horses, but then the huntsman stands six feet two. These 
horses are turned out from the 21st of April, and one man can look 
after and cut grass for six horses, but the average price of their keep 
throughout the year is twenty-five pounds each; a master of hounds 
may reckon that the keep of each of his own mounts is forty pounds a 
year.—All the Year Round.
